EARLY TARIFF TALK. 


Following the first ebullition of joy 
or of disappointment, aceording to 
political bias, following the announce- 
ments of the result of the election last 
Tuesday, the commercial community 
has considered the possible or prob- 
able effects on the industries of the 
country as a result of a change in the 
policy of the Government as affecting 
the duties on imports. The possible 
effects have been freely discussed in 
financial circles, and some have con- 
tended that the industrial securities 
will be seriously affected by reason of 
unfavorable conditions likely to fol- 
low to the detriment of their 
business. We regard a full dis- 
cussion of this subject at this 
time as somewhat premature but the 
alarmists are making the most of this 
opportunity for the purpose of affect- 
ing the securities, and this has caused 
notice to be taken of the matter. 
Whatever the policy of the dominant 
party, tariff reform, reduced tariff, or 
free trade, it can have no detrimental 
effect on the two principal industrial 
incorporations, the American Cotton 
Oil Company and the Standard Oil 
Company, whose products are ex- 
ported and are not brought into com- 
petition here with those of foreign 
production. The discussion of the 
subject has prompted President 
Thompson, of the National Lead 
Company to issue the foliowing:

In 1861 specific duties were again used, 
making the duty on pig 1 cent and on manu- 
factured articles 1% cent. In 1962 pig was 
advanced to 1% cent, and manufactured 
articles to 2.40 cents, In 1866 it was made 2 
cents on pig and 3 cents on manufactured 
leads and this has remained exactly the 
same ever since. 

I am entirely confident that the Demo- 
cratic party, when it comes into power, will 
wisely readjust the tariffs on all manufac- 
tured articles, on the basis of securing an 
adequate revenue, and undoubtedly will 
give every industry the protection that it is 
entitled to.as comparable with the cost of 
production and transportation in other coun- 
tries. So long as the people of this country 
persevere in their wise and just purpose to 
fully and fairly remunerate labor, so long 
will it be the province of Government to care- 
fully scan the conditions and give to its own 
productions such advantages as it fairly can. 

Ihave no sort of idea that Mr. Cleveland’s 
election, or what is greater and broader, the 
general success of the Democratic party, is 
in any wise to have a tendency to injure any 
of the material interests of this country. 
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NAVAL STORES STATISTICS. 


The dullness of trade in this mar- 
ket, which has prevailed for a long 
time past, has caused a decided fall- 
ing off in the receipts of both spirits 
of turpentine and rosin during the 
month of October, as compared with 
the corresponding period in the two 
preceding years. The total receipts of 
of turpentine at New York since 
April ist do not, however, show 
such a marked decrease, while the 
receipts of rosin are only slightly 
less than they were in 1891 and, 
about 1,700 barrels larger than 
in 1890. At Wilmington and Charles- 
ton, the receipts of turpentine for the 
month of October are about the same 
as they were in 1891, but the receipts 
of rosin at Wilmington show a de- 
cided increase as compared with 
those of the same month last year. 
On the other hand the Charleston re- 
ceipts are much smaller than they 
were in October 1891. The re- 
ceipt of rosin at both Savannah 
and Brunswick are much larger 
than in the same month last year. 
The decreased arrivals at the Caro- 
linian ports are explained by the 
fact that the producers of those 
states, discouraged by the low prices 
obtained stopped work much earlier 
than usual, and that consequently 
the crop did not come up to expecta- 
tions. In Georgia, however, the pro- 
duction was carried on in spite of the 
low prices. 
the receipts at the different Southern 
ports is more evident in the statistics 
covering the period from April ist to 
November ist, than in the Octo- 
ber figures taken by themselves. 
The total receipts at the four 
ports during that time were 
312,667 barrels of turpentine, and 
904,425 barrels of rosin, against 271, 
229 barrels of the former and 840,926 
barrels of the latter, during the cor- 
responding time in 1891. 

The export movement has increased 
in volume, the shipments since April 
ist, having been Heavier than in the 
same months of 1891 and 1890, the in- 
crease in the exports of turpentine 
amounting in round numbers to 
20,000 barrels over 1891 and 35,700 bar- 
rels over 1890. Here again the Geor- 
gia ports come to the front showing 
avery decided gain in export busi- 
ness, while at Wilmington there was 
only a slight iacrease in shipments 
over 1891 and a large decrease com- 
pared with 1890. At Charleston there 
was a decrease of about 50° in ex- 
ports of turpentine this year as com- 
pared with last, and of nearly 662/% 








The disparity between | 
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compared with 1890. From New York 
there were shipped 3,365 barrels more 
than in 1891, and 3,902 more than in 
1890. In the exports of rosin Savan- 
nah takes the lead not only in the 
quantity shipped but in the percent- 
age of increase of exports over the 
two preceding years. The shipments 
from Brunswick, Ga., which last year 
fell off somewhat in comparison with 
1890, have increased since the ist of 
April, 1892, 6,481 barrels, over those of 
that year, and 10,194 barrels over 1891. 
The exports of spirits from New York 
during the period under review were 
considerably larger than in 1891 and 
1890, respectively, which may be taken 
as an indication of the growing popu- 
larity, in foreign countries, of the 
style of packing in tin cans, which 
has been largely adopted by shippers 
from this port. 

A comparative statement of the 
shipments of rosins from the five 
ports from April 1st to November Ist, 
1892, 1891 and 1890 shows, that in 
spite of the two successive large 
crops, there was more exported in 
1890 than in either of the other years, 
Since the beginning of the season 
this year more rosia has been shipped 
than in the corresponding period in 
1891. The export trade at all ports, 
except New York and Brunswick, has 
been rather slow the past month 
which is attributable to the fact that 
England, which has a heavy stock, 
has been buying little, and has more- 
over been supplying a large part of 
the Continental demand. 

Notwithstanding the general éx- 
pectation of alarger crop than Was 
gathered last year, the total stock of 
spirits of turpentine on hand on Oc- 
tober 31, was only 3,055 barrels more 
than in 1890, and is 4,781 barrels lés, 
than at the corresponding date last 
year ; and in spite of the heavier ship- 
ments of rosin this year the stock re- 
maining on October 31st was a little 
larger than at that date last year, 
though 15,245 barrels less than on 
October 31st 1890. 

While the average monthly pricés in 
1891, from April1 to October 31 were 
not much below those of the corre- 
sponding period in 1890, in spite of 
the large crop last year, the following 
comparative table giving the average 
quotations for Southern barrels for 
each month of the seven shows 4 very 
decided shrinkage in values. To ac- 
count for this marked decline would 
require an analysis of very many 
causes contributing to the general 
result. Chief among this is the small 
consumption during the summef and 
fall months, and the lack of specu- 
lative interest both here and abfoad:

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THE BRIMSTONE SITUATION. 


Notwithstanding the apparent dull- 
ness of the brimstone market, now 
and for some time past, there are ele- 
meuts of strength in the situation 
that would in times gone by have 
created speculative activity and a 
rapid rise in prices. The short ship- 
ments to this country in October due 
to the scarcity of freight room at the 
primary ports, and the high rates of 
ocean freights, has made a shortage, 
which, had the demand been at all 
active, must have caused a deeided 
upward movement of values. But 
the time has gone by for great ac- 
tivity in the brimstone market, and 
thus while there has been some ad- 
vance, it is as nothing compared to 
what it would have been were the 
acid makers atill dependent upon 
brimstone as their raw material.

The present position of gum traga- 
canth warrants a word of comment. 
It is many years since the market has 
been so fraught with interest as at 
present, although since 1888 succes- 
sive events have combined to bring 
about the state of affairs now prevail- 


The latest figures received from 
London foreshadow further advances 
than those which have already oc- 
curred. From 1888 to 1891, inclusive, 
the annual receipts have averaged 
about 7,300 packages, while the aver- 
age deliveries have been 7,400 pack- 
ages per annum. The deficit of 100 
packages has been made up froma 
surplus stock collected in London 
during earlier years of over produc- 
tion, some of which had been bought 
The fig- 
ures for this year impart a new and 
stronger coloring to the situation. 
From January 1st to November 1st, 
the deliveries have been about 6,000 
packages, while the receipts at Lon. 
don thus far this year have amounted 
to only about 4,800 packages, and no 
more is expected. The stock in Lon- 
don on the first of the month was 
about 875, or in round numbers, 900 
packages against about 2,100 pack- 








These figures speak for themselves. 
With the present stock in London re- 
duced 1,200 packages, if the new crop,

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PROBABLE SHORTAGE IN MUSTARD 
SEED. 








Unusual activity and unusual 
prices have prevailed in mustard 
seed of ali descriptions for several 
weeks. Dealers affirm that there has 
been no such animation as the pres- 
sent since the excitement eonsequent 
upon the sinking of a sailing vessel 
in the Narrows, with large quanti- 
ties of Bari brown seed on board 
ten or twelve years ago. The 
seed in question had been sold to ar- 
rive to a manufacturer, who was 
obliged to go into the market again 
as a buyer, and prices advanced 
sharply, but soon declined again and 
have since that time dragged along 
with but slight fluctuations, 

The present strength of the mar- 
ket is attributed to the position 
of the foreign markets. The 
crops in Italy, Sicily, Germany, 
and Holland have’ been almost 
total failures, The production of the 
last named country is usually taken 
up almost entirely by French manu- 
facturers. Failing to obtain the 
necessary supplies from Holland 
these gentlemen have bought largely 
in California and are reported to have 
paid as much as four and a quarter 
cents per pound on the coast for 
brown seed The English manufac- 
turers have also had a hand in the 
buying of seed in California, and, to- 
gether with the French, they have 
about cleared the market of available 


supplies. ‘True, there is reported to 
be on the way to New York 
about one million pounds of 


California seed, yellow and brown, 
but this consignment is not excessive 
in view of the fact that no supplies to 
speak of can be obtained from Eu- 
rope. Dealers are turning their atten- 
tion to cheaper varieties, which, al- 
though weaker in flavor, nevertheless 
answer for purposes of mixing. This 
has had the effect of stiffening the 
prices of the cheaper grades. 

The statistical position of mustard 
seed was good for an advance last 
year; but the financial difficulties 
abroad prevented buying in a large 
way in either this or in the Califor- 
nia market, foreign manufacturers 
contenting themselves with hand to 
month purchases. This year, however, 
the crop failures came on top of an 
exhausted market, and _ decisive 
measures were thus rendered neces- 
sary. Nor were the California deal- 
ers loath to dispose of their stocks at 
the excellent figures obtainable. The 
result is that the supplies in the 
American markets have been so ma- 
terially depleted that it is difficult to 
see just how the requirements of the 
ensuing year are to be satisfied. The 
manufacturers realize this fact and 
are buying in invoice lots wherever 
seed is obtainable. The high prices 
do not seem to deterthem. They are 
apparently acting on the policy that 
itis better to buy as much as possible, 
even at high prices, than to be left in 
the end without needed supplies. 

This general impression that there 
will be a shortage in stocks before the 
end of the fiscal year is based on a 
sure foundation of incontrovertible 
facts. The new crop of foreign mus- 
tard seed will not be ready for ship- 
ment before July, 1893, and at the 
earliest will not arrive before August, 
while California seed cannot be looked 
for until a month later. Therefore it 


is not unreasonable to assume that 
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the winter.

Ed Womack’s oil warehouse, on the 
headwater of Oglethorpe bay, Bruns- 
wick, Ga., was burned Sunday. the 
6th inst. When the fire department 
reached the scene the warehouse was 
found almost burned down. The roof 
had fallen in and the barrels of oil 
were almost consumed. Oil was run- 
ning in all directions on the ground 
burning. Nothing was saved except 
a few empty barrels. 


The first oil to pass through the 260 
miles of pipe of the Crescent Pipe 
Line Company reached the works of 
the company at Marcus Hook, Phila- 
delphia, last Monday, and hereafter a 
steady stream will flow from the Mc- 
Donald field across the mountains to 
the seaboard at the rate of about 8,000 
barrels a day. The new pipe line has 
cost over $1,000.000. exclusive of the 
plant at Marcus Hook, where the 
Crescent Company has eight storage 
canks with a capacity of 40,000 gallons 
each. There are five pumping sta- 
tions between the McDonald oil field 
and the Delaware. The first station 
from Marcus Hook is near Lancaster. 
A telegraph line has been built along 
the pipe line for the use of the com- 
pany. 





OBITUARY. 
ALANSON SHELEY. 

Alanson Sheley, one of the oldest 
and best known citizens of Detroit, 
Mich , died last Monday at his resi- 
dence in that city. 

Alanson Sheley was bornin Albany, 
N. Y., Aug. 14, 1809, and was conse- 
past his 83d birthday. Much of his 
early life was spent on the farm of 
his grandfather, in Jefferson county, 
N.Y, During the intervals when he 
could be spared from these duties he 
attended the public schools and laid 
the foundation for a common-sense 
education. When about 16 years old he 
began to learn the trade of stone 
mason and builder, serving an ap- 
prenticeship of three years and be- 
coming a skilled workman. For a 
time he served as foreman and super- 
vised the construction of the Rideau 
canal, in Canada. 

Mr. Sheley arrived in Detroit in 
1831, just after attaining his majority. 
His long business career in that city 
since that date was one of honor and 
success. In 1832 he superintended 
the building of the old frame govern- 
ment light house at Thunder Bay, 
Lake uron. For several years 
after this date Mr. Sheley was a suc- 
cessful builder aud contractor in De- 
troit. He subsequently engaged in 
tne lumbering business in a concern 
koown as the Black River Steam 
Mill Co. 

In 1859 he entered the drug busi- 
ness in partnership with the late 
JacobS. Farrand. At that time Mr. 
Farrand was connected in business 
with the late W. W. Wheaton and 
was in sore financial straits, Mr. 
Sheley coming to the rescue. 

A year later William C. Williams 
was taken into the company, the firm 
name changing to Farrand Sheley & 
Co. In1874it was changed to Far- 
rand, Williams & Co. In 1874 James 
E. Davis was takeninto the firm. In 
the spring of 1890 Mr, Farrand retired, 
the firm then changing to Williams, 
Sheley & Brooks. A year ago it as- 
sumed its present form of Williams, 
Davis, Brooks & Co. 

In 1867 Mr. Sheley was sent to Lan- 
sing as state senator, aud was re- 
turned in 1871. He served as alder- 
man for five years. For ten years he 
was an active and efficient member 
of the sewer commission, and served 
for about the same length of time on 
the board of review. 

He was one of the oldest and most 

rominent members of the First 

resbyterian Church. For fifty years, 
too, he was superintendent of its 
Sunday school. 

Physically Mr. Sheley was an ath- 
lete, and many stories of his deeds 
of prowess are recorded in local his- 
tory. He was fully six feet in height 
and weighed over 275 pounds. He 
was a man of great force of char. 
acter, indomitable will, and invin- 
cible determination. Allthrough his 
life he was a teetotaler, loathing both 
intoxicants and tobacco in every form. 

Mr. Sheley was a thoroughly do- 
mestieman. He leaves a widow and 
three children, one son, George A. 
Sheley. and two daughters,both mar- 
ried. They all reside in Detroit. 
Alanson 8. Brooks, a grandson, is a 
member of the wholesale drug firm 
which Mr, Sheely has so long man- 


aged.

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Recent Appraisers’ Decisions, 
SOAP GREASE, 


In the matter of the protest of Carl 
Gardiocke against the decision of the 
collector of customs at Philadelphia 
as to the rate and amount of duties 
chargeable on certain grease, im- 
ported per Harewood, June 15, 1892, 
the following is the opinion by Gen- 
eral Appraiser Somerville: 

The article in question isin colora 
dark-brown greuse, of an inferior 
quality, and we find that the sample 
marked Exhibit 1, introduced in evi- 
dence at the hearing, correctly repre- 
sents the importation in question. 

The local appraiser returned it as 
degras or brown wool grease, and it 
was assessed by the collector as such, 
under paragraph 316, New Tariff. 

The evidence taken in the hearing 
at Philadelphia shows, and we so find, 
that it is not the article commercially 
known as degras, but is fit only to 
make soap or dress leather, and is 
commonly used for such purposes. 
It is not suitable for ‘* Wool grease,”’ 
and is not used as such, 

The claim made in the protest that 
the merchandise is free of duty, under 
paragraph 599, as grease, commonly 
used in making soap or dressing 
leather, and fit only for such uses, is 
sustained, and the collector’s decision 
reversed. He is instructed to reliqui- 
date the entry according to law. 





COSMETICS, 


In the matter of the protest of John 
Wannamaker, against the decision of 
the collector of customs at Philadel- 
phia as to the rate and amount of 
duties chargeable on certain toilet 
preparations, imported per La Bre- 
tagne, March 2, 1891, the following is 
the opinion by General Appraiser 
Ham: 

The merchandise here consists of 
crayons (cosmetics), assessed for duty 
at 50 per cent. ad valorem, under par- 
agraph 77 of the new tariff act. 

Appellant claims that the crayons 
are entitled to entry at 25 per cent. 
ad valorem, under paragraph 61 of 
said act. 

As to the crayons, we find as facts: 

1. That they are known as Gos- 
metios. 

8. That they are tojlet preparations 
used for penciling the eye brows, 
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and other extracts from the tar, or 
residuum too numerous to mention. 
From the contemplation of paraffine 
we could turn with them to some of 
our furnaces and point to the uses of 
the intermediate oils for fuel and gas 
purposes. Nothing is wasted, the 
coke is even being shipped to-day to 
Buffalo and other points in the Uni- 
ted States. Yet the business is still 
in its infancy; every once in a while 
we are startled with some new inven 

tion that owes its origin to petroleum. 
And although this ‘“‘Nature’s Broth 
Platonic Cream” has put a good 
many in the “soup” yet its future 
has @ great history yet untold. The 
time for marketing inferior oils has 
passed away and the radical change 
in thisrespect is gladly welcomed b 

the trade. Ever since mineral lubri- 
cants were known, the peddling of a 
low class of goods has been a dis- 
turbing element in the market until a 
few months ago, when makers of the 
disreputable lubricants succumbed 
to the inevitable result of inviting 
bankruptcy by the questionable 
means adopted to meet competition ; 
oils improperly made from tail ends,

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The Scotch Mineral Oil Trade.

On 
learning from Mr. Bedford, the re- 
presentative of the Standard Com- 
pany when the Jast agreement was 
framed, that an extra quantity, esti- 
mated at 10,000 tons, would require to 
be marketed during the current year, 
the candlemakers of the United King. 
dom naturally declined to make their 
usual contracts at the prices fixed by 
the association. They believed—and 
events have justified the belief— 
that by waiting the material 
required for their works would be ob- 
tained on much easier terms. They 
did not apparently realize that if this 
took place the price of candies would 
certainly fall. and that the margin of 
profits secured to them by the assoct- 
ation might entirely disappear. The 
Americans seem disposed to blame 
the Scotch producers for what has 
occurred, but there is good reason to 
believe that if they had agreed to re-

Canada Petroleum Report. 


The crude oil market still rests on 
an easy basis, but there has been no 
further quotable change, prices re- 
maining both in crude and refined. 
Operations in our North West oil 
fleld here during the past month 
have been very active and great in- 
terest is still centered on the old 
Holmes and Rosenburg farms and 
notwithstanding the uncertain out- 
look for an extension of the field, 
there are plenty who are sanguine in 
the belief that there are big gushers 
to the West and Northwest of present 
developments and a good many are 
risking their good dollars to verify 
their theoretical assumptions. The 
best well in the whole lot at present 
pumping in the vicinitv of these new 
operations, is that of Messrs. Noble, 
lot 3 con. 13; it is good for from 15 to 
18 barrels of oil per day. Most of the 
drilling rigs are busy, as shown by 
our “‘under the derrick,’ but the av- 
erage results are small, yet paying 
wells, with the facilities now afforded 
for jerking and pumping them. 

In the early stages of the business 
the refiners neglected all but the 
prime objects of their industry, 
whereas to-day on the system of 
taking care of the pennies and allow 
ing the pounds to take care of them- 
selves, competition has induced the 
refiner to regard his legionary by- 
products as so many integral parts or 
branches of his enterprise. If the in- 
telligent men who have “gone be- 
fore,’’and who were looked upon by 
their contemporaries as wise in their 
generation, could by any chance, re- 
appear among us, we might conduct 
them to our oil works here, and with 
a certain pride explain the manufac- 
ture of our parafiine wax, paraffine 
lubricating oils, paint oila, vasaline 


always on the hunt for bargains, 
sadly got left. Cheapness is no 
longera recommendation, when the 
wear and tear of machinery is taken 
into consideration, and the lessons of 
the past few years have caused buy- 
ers to look after their interests more 
closely. There are still some inferior 
grades floating about but the great 
majority find a resting place onthe 
retired list. Of course all brands are 
not alike, neither are the prices on an 
equal basis, but the tendency to im- 
provement has taken fast hold and 
consumers are benefitted both by 
quality and price Improved pro- 
cesses for manufacturing have 
worked a revolution in the iubri- 
eating oil line, and we find that ani- 
mal and vegetable oils that use to be 
called on for lubrication have to take 
a back seat. 

In looking back a few years, at the 
oil plant of our refiners and com- 
paring it with that of to-day we can- 
not but wonder and at the same time 
admire the pluck and energy that 
have been displayed.—Petrolia Ad- 
vertiser. 
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Sophisticated Lard, 


Though in itself a sufficiently sim- 
ple commodity, lard of late has been 
giving some trouble, especially to the 
retailers, and its constitution has been 
the subject of prolonged magisterial 
and analytical inquiry. The competi- 
tion amongst the producers, we need 
searcely say, is wonderfully keen. 
Immense fortunes have been made 
out of lard, and the industry, notably 
in America, has assumed vast propor- 
tions. Lard manufacturers in that coun 
try have run their English rivals very 
hard indeed in the matter of price, 
andthe latter complain, not without 
reason,that the existing conditions of 
the competition are not exactly fair. 
Everything depends, of course, on the 
nature and cost of the materials used 
in the manufacture,because,if cheaper 
constituents are systematically util- 
ized in America than those employed 
in this country, it follows that our 
makers cannot compete successfully 
in the matter of price. Consumers, 
too, are natually mueh interested in 
this point, for what they especially 
want is pure rather than cheap lard ; 
and if purity and excessive cheapness 
are found to be incompatible in re- 
gard to this particular commodity, 
we trust that chief consideration will 
be given to quality. These various 
questions were raised iu the impor- 
tant Huddersfield lard prosecution. 
A local grocer was summoned, under 
the Sale of Food Act, for selling adul- 
terated lard, which, according to the 
evidence, was made in America, and 
which the public analyst certifled to 
contain 15 per cent. of beef stearine. 
Here we may illustrate the question 
of price as between American and 
other commodity. The quotation for 
the first named lard was, we are in- 
formed, on the 4th inst., 42s 3d c.i.f. 
Liverpool for 28-ib. pails, whereas the 
lowest quotation for a well known 
brand of pure lard was 448 c.i.f, Thus 
an immense trade is done in this 
country by our American friends, 
since a slightly lower quotation is, in 
these of cutting rates, a paramount 
attraction. But, while paying suffi- 
cient regard to this consideration, a 

rocer should pause to inquire (1) is 
the article perfectly pure? (2) is it

From this we see that nearly two- 
thirds, or 62 per cent. of the total of 
American oil imported. was used in 
the interior, and, on the other hand, 
only about one-third of the Russian 
oil went inland. Again, estimating 
the population of Ningpo and the ad- 
jacent towns at 3,000,000 and that of 
Wenchow and neighborhood at 2,000,- 
000, it will be seen that 5,000,000 people 
used 1,872,940 gallons of oil, of which 
more thun 62 per cent. was American, 
and that in the interior 20,000,000 
people used 2,334,790 gullons of oil, of 
which more than 89 per cent. was 
American. 

Satisfactory as these figures are, 
they show rvom for great improve- 
ment. The market is vast and will 
increase. Competition for this rich 
field is keen, and no efforts are being 
spared to wrest this trade from the 
hands of the United States and direct 
it towards Russia. 

Kerosene is called by the Chinese 
“fire oil,’ and its use has spread from 
house to house, hamlet to hamlet. 
Far into the interior it can be seen ex- 
posed for sale in the little shops, where 
it is baled out in small quantities to 
suit the customers, a few cash worth 
atatime. In some old, conservative 
shops red candles burning in glass 
shades are still to be seen, but the 
small dealers and hucksters are grad- 
ually increasing their use of the for- 
eign oil. The red candles have been 
weighed in the balance and found 
wanting, and, not being hampered by 
two or three generations of respect- 
able ancestors who preceded them in 
the same line of business and who 
managed well enough with candles, 
and with no “‘fing-shin’’ (superstitions) 
on the subject to be deranged by the 
change, they are, as new men, more 
open to innovation, and readily adopt 
what common sense shows is the bet- 
ter vehicle of light. 

The necessity of supplementing its 
brilliancy by keeping tho chimney 
clean is not so generally known as it 
ought to be; novertheiess, with the 
tin lamp filled with kerosene there is 
less smoke and smell than with the old 
native wick floating in a bowl of 
groundnutoil. The artisan can perform 
better work at night—work that he 
could scarcely do before the advent of 
kerosene. 

Commissioners of customs have 
written upon this subject many times 
in the past, and their views are worthy 
of attention. One has said: 

It may be safely believed that the 
quantity of kerosene which China is 
likely to consume in future years not 
far distant will be vastly beyond the 
present importation. The quality of 
the oil appears bad in some cases, and 
fires are ascribed to its giving off in- 
flammable gases ata dangerously low 
temperature. 

No doubt it is most important that 
the quality of this oil be kept up 
to a fair standard, otherwise the Chi- 
nese Will place difficulties in the way 
On the other hand, those 








Chinese people are in handling such 
hazardous articles as gunpowder and 
kerosene will not be surprised when

should be made by packers of this oil 
in the United States to devise for its 
tins calculated to facilitate the Chi- 
nese shopkeepers’ custom of ladling 
the oil into bottles ia selling, and at 
the same time to secure it as far as 
possible from risk of fire arising from 
this and kindred forms of careless- 
ness in handling.

The oil trade of Ningpo is entirely 
in the hands of the natives. They 
have a guild that is all powerful. 


Whatever that guild says is law. If 


the guild says ‘sell at such a price,”’ 
woe betide the one who disoLeys that 
order. Should a foreigner undertake to 
sell oil, he would soon be forced to 
terms, i.e.,forced to giveitup. I can 
give instances of their power that have 
come to my own attention. To show 
how fertile they are in resources, I 
mention acase that occurred last sum- 
mer. An American house here bought 
a large quantity of oil(Devoes). A 
place was set apart away from any 
dwellings in accordance with local reg- 
ulations, for storage, The likin offi- 
cials were satisfied, although really, 
the oil having paid import duty, 




















































they had nothing to do with it until 
it was about going into the interior, 
when these officials would exact 
another duty, or likin. When the oil 
had all been stored, suddenly the 
turned round and demanded that it 
should be stored somewhere else, 
claiming that it was too far from the 
likin office. The firm referred to had 
an empty godown (storehouse) in the 
settlement back of the likin office and 
alongside of the native bank. When 
the oll was nicely stored in this go- 
down (under the directicn of the likin 
office), which was built entirely of 
stone, separated from all other build- 
ings by an alleyway, had no windows 
and only one door, the bank insisted 
that the oil should be taken away, as 
it was dangerous, At this stage of 
the case I was appealed to. I at 
once suspected the oil guild, and 
upon investigation I learned that 
the guild, alarmed at the suc- 
cess of the American, instigated 
the likin office to order the oil put 
somewhere else, they, of course, hav- 
ing seen that it could be easily 
shipped upcountry from where it was 
stored at first on the barks of a river. 
The place it was removed to was diffi- 
cult of access, and off tbe line of 
native trade. The guild expected that 
the American would ‘give in,’* but 
he quietly moved to where the 
wanted him to. That was too muc 
for them ; therefore, they got the bank 
(Chinese) to fight against the Ameri- 
can, but I would not listen to achange, 
and they, seeing they had been 
caught, let the matter drop. These 
changes had cost the merchant 4 cents 
on every case, and his profits were 
thus reduced to only a cent or soa 
case, and his profits were thus re- 
duced to only a cent or so a case; an- 
other change and he would have lost 
on the deal. 

I mention this to show under what 
embarrassment foreigners do busi- 
ness in an ** out port’ of China, The 
early arrivals in China did business 
through the Co-hongs of Canton; but 
that was stopped by treaty, and the 
treaties stipulated that foreigners 
would be allowed to carry on business 
at any of the ports. The guilds were 
not reckoned with. To day no for- 
eigner would dare to antagonize a 

uild if he hopes to succeed in China. 

he likin officials and the guilds di- 
rect the whole trade of China, If a 
guild wishes to raise money for char- 
ities—for sufferers by floods, for in- 
Stance—they go to the foreign mer- 
chant in the same line of business. 
If the piece-goods guild wishes to 
raise money for flood sufferers, they 
send to the foreign piece goods im- 
porters, and every one of them sub. 
Scribes a large sum. 

To day the kerosene oil is in the 
hands of the Chinese about as soon 
as it lands, and the whole trade is 
controlled from one center. 

The Chinese, while they go to the 
best market as a rule, are to some ex- 
tent influenced by appearances. The 
British influence in China is far and 
away above all others; their flag is 
oftener seen than the Chinese; nearly 
everything is in their hands, Their 
greatest rival for the China trade is 
the United States, and they will let no 
opportunity pass to decrease our busi-. 
ness; but, in spite of these efforts, 
our cotton and oil trade is steadily in- 
creasing. English houses have pushed 
the Russian oil, English houses have 
introduced the Inca oil (Peruvian), 
and now it is an English house that is 
building tanks in Shanghai for the re- 
ception of the oil that is to come from 
Batoum in tank steamers. Already a

made at Penang on the 9th instant. 
The Penang Gazette, giving the re- 
sults, says: ‘Three tins were opened 
at about 9 p.m., containing the three 
oils of Devoe, Batoum and Langkat, 
respectively, and three new lamps, 
marked for identification, were filled 
with the respective oils. The result 
of the first test was decidedly in favor 
of Langkat oil as regards illuminat- 
ing power, Devoe coming second 
and Batoum last. It was noticed 
that while Batoum started best, 
the light soon fell, while Devoe re- 
mained about stationery ; but Langkat 
increased in brilliancy, and had to be 
turned down twice. After about an 
hour and a half the lamps were again 
tested, when Batoum was found to 
present a poor spectacle compara- 
tively, having to be advanced half- 
way up the marked distance on the 
table, in order to compete with Lang- 
kat, while Devoe, though not quite so 
bad, had still to make a considerable 
advance from zero. It was again ob- 
served that the Langkat oil main- 
tained its brilliancy, while Devoe’s 
had fallen and the Batoum fallen ter- 
ribly. It was apparent that the Lang- 
kat oil was composed almost entirely 
of light oils, while the others had a 
more or less large percentage of heavy 
oils, which militate against mainte- 
nance of their brilliancy, whichis a 
common experience. When the lamps 
came to be put out, it was 
further noticed that, while there was

smoke with the Devoe and Batoum 
oils, there was none at all with the 
Langkat, and, on the wicks being ex- 
amined, it was observed that the 
Langkat lamp wick was burned 
scarcely at all and fully three-fourths 
less than those of the Devoe and 
Batoum lamps. The unanimous ver- 
dict of the company was that the 
Langkat was the superior oil, both as 
regards brilliancy, smoke and effect 
on the wick. The Langkat oil has 
two other pleasant features. It is 
perfectly clear, almost white, and has 
hardly any smell. With greater 
brilliancy, permanence of brilliancy, 
little or no smoke, the slightest pos- 
sible deposit of carbon on the wick, 
clear water color, and scarcely any 
smell, the Langkat oil has, in our 
opinion, most distinctly a most pros- 
perous feature before it.’’—TZemper- 
ance Union. 

In the opinion of a correspondent 
of the Deli Courant the petroleum 
found in Langkat in wells. which a 
company is actively engaged in work- 
ing there, comes fairly up to the mark. 
The oil is said, after careful manipu- 
lation, to be clear in color. It gives 
hardly any smell and yields a a 
flame. One well alone is es imated to 
turn out 700 cases of oil a diy. The 
petroleum first drawn from the wells 
proved rather impure, but subsequent 
supplies, carefully treated, are re- 
ported to be of excellent quality.-Ibvid 

Buyers of kerosene have only taken 
sufficient to till immediate require- 


ments, but for the lots bought full 
prices have .been paid. Another 
cargo of Russian has come in, and 
far this brand quotations, though un- 
altered, are slightly weakened. The 
arrangement having been concluded 
by which tank steamers will be per- 
mitted to pass through the Suez 
Canal after the first of July, there is 
no doubt that Batoum oil will be 
placed upon this market shortly at 
such aprice as will almost exclude 
the product of the United States.° 
Russian oil is in good repute in the 
interior, and the absence of the 
charges for tinning and casing must 
make an immense difference in the 
laid-down cost of kerosene in the 
eastern markets.—Japan Mail.

The Adaulteration of Linseed Oil with 
Resin Oils.

Resin oils have long been used for 
the adulteration of the various oils 
employed industrially, and especially 
of linseed oil. 

The detection of this form of adul.- 
terant does not present any difficulty. 
Resin oils have a very high density 
(from 960 to 1,000). Moreover, they 
all rotate the plane of polarization of 
light strongly to the right. and this 
is their most distinstive property. 
Oil of sesame alone of the other oils 
rotate the plane of polarization in this 
direction, but the rotation of this

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carbonate of soda, the whole or al- 
most the whole of the chloride and 
sometimes other matters of mineral 
or vegetable origin, A little phenol- 
phthalein is added to the solution to 
serve as an indicator and if alkaline, 
acid is added to neutralise and the 


hydroxide, and if acid, alkali is added 
and the amount calculated to fatty 
acid.

Allen (LI, 260) states that the com- 
bined soda in a soap may be deter- 
mined in aqueous solution by addin 
standard acid gradually till meth 
orange indicates a slight excess. y 
own experi: neve cuntirms this, if it is 
done carefully, and the solution is not 
too hot. The tendency is to get in too 
much acid, as the separated fatty acids 
give the liquid a milky appearance 
which somewhat masks the end re- 
action, 

Blue lacmoid solution may be used 
in place of methyl orange, but pos- 
sesses nO particular advantage, in 
uyueous solution. In any case the 
method Gan only be used when there 
is no free caustic or cai bonated alkali. 

ln his notes on the various indica- 
tors aud their bebavior in different 
sulutions under changed conditions, 
kt. I. Thomson states that ‘red lac- 
moid piper shows almost instantane- 
ously even a slight alkalinity, in the 
strougest alcohol, and if the alcvhol 
containing a trace of alkali be gulored 
blue witb javmoid solution, one drop 
of ucormal acid will change the color 
immediately." This staiement has 
heen Cuntirmed by. the writer, and also 
if luv tu 200 ce. of neutral alcohol be 
culored slightly blue with a lacmuid 
solution, oue drop of normal acid will 
give a strupg bright red coloration, 
which change from blue to red is very 
sharp. 

‘Lhomson further states in regard to 
metbyl orange, 100 c.c. of alcvhol 
requites at least 05 c.c, of normal 
acid to effect even a slight change in 
culor, Several cubic centimetres are 
necessary to bring out the tull col. r. 
I'he end reaction is indistinct, When 
diluted with tive or six times its vol- 
ume of water, xlcohol has very little 
eff-ct on me hy! orange and its effect 
may be disregui ded.

There has been less activity in this 
market during the past week but that 
is to be expected when politics is an 
all important topic, and a general 
election has resulted in the complete 
defeat of the party in power, carrying 
with it a prospect of charges in the 
industrial and economic policy of the 
Government, which may have a very 
unsettling influence upon business 
for a prolong period oftime. Fur- 
thermore the week has been less pro- 
ductive of interesting features than 
usual, which is also to be expected 
under the circumstances. The only 
important change in prices was the 
advance in lard oil. Taking the mar- 
ket as a whole, with the exception of 
mineral oils, the tone is firm, the ten- 
dency in several cases being toward 
higher figures. 

Vegetable Olis. 

Linseed Oil.—All information which 
reaches us tends to confirm the belief 
that an understanding exists among 
the crushers generally, the import of 
which is to practically leave the east- 
ern territory to the local manufactur- 
ers. They are not likely to receive 
much immediate benefit from this 
concession, however, as buyers, gen 
erally, are pretty well supplied with 
both western and city oil, bought 
when prices were lower, and, ¢onse- 
quently, are not likely to come into 
the market again until it is time to 
begin to lay in spring supplies, unless 
there should arise a strong probability 
of a further advance in prices 
This is indicated by the pres- 
ent dull condition of the whole- 
sale trade. The consuming de- 
mand is very good for this time of 
the year and distributers are reap- 
ing the advantage of the recent 
advance in _ prices. In com- 
menting on the change in terms 
of sale etc., in our last report the in- 
ference was conveyed that the city 
crushers had heretofore followed the 
practice of allowing a discount of 1% 
for cash. Such was not the case, as 
the cash discount on city oil sales for 
many years past had been but a haif 
of 1 per cent. 


Cottonseed Oil.—As might have been 
expected, the market early in 
the week was neglected pending 
the excitement over the election, 
but at the close’ it settled 
down to business with a decid- 
edly firmer tone all around. The 
advance in lard and other kindred 
greases hasresultedin the advance of 
about le over prices ruling at the 
close of ourlast. By many of the more 
conservative dealers this advance is 
looked upon as rather premature and 
not likely to be sustained, occurring 
as it does so early in the season. If 
the reports from the cotton growing 
sections of the South can be relied 
upon, the short seed crop will no 
doubt have its effect upon 
prices later on, even though present 
prices should recede somewhat from 
those ruling at the close. While 
the receipts have been about 6,500 
bbls during the week, they are 
under those for the same _ period 
of 1891. The export demand is 
not at all active, though one 
cargo of summer yellow has been 
taken for shipment from New Orleans 


at 30c f.0.b. Several other lots of 
both yellow refined and butter oil 
have changed hands here at full 
rices. There is @ good demand 
rom the West for crude in 
tanks, but as buyers are 
not offering over 21%c fob mills no 
transactions of any importance are 
raported as sellers decline to shade 
22c, while in some instances they are 
asking 22%c. The sales during the 


week comprise 100 bbls prime crude 
at 27%e; 200 bbls an 150 bbls 
new crude at 27%c; 500 Dbbis 
in tanks at 23c fo b_ mills; 


100 bbls prims crude at 28c, 200 bbls 
crude at 28¢, 50 bbls off crude at 27¢ 
200 bbls off yellow at 20c, 100 bbls old 
yellow at 30%c, 50 bbls off yel- 
low at 29%c, 75 bbls new yellow at 
31%c, 2,000 bbls new yellow for export 
at 31%c, 150 bbls new vellow at 
32¢c, 500 bbls new yellow, Charleston 
oil, at 32c, 2,500 bbls prime new yellow 
for export at 30c f. o. b. New 
Orleans, and 300 barrels butter 
oil, at 34c. The market closes 
firm at 28@28%ec for prime crude, 
22@22%c in tanks f.o. b. mills, off 
erude at 27@27%c, prime summer 
yellow 32c, off yellow at 30@30%c. 
Butter oil 34@35e and summer white 
33@34c, soap stock 1%@1%c. Mr. Geo. 
H. Williams in his circular says: 
“The market for cottonseed oil has 
developed more activity during the 
past week, with the increase of de- 
mand has come a hardening of values 
and we are able to note an advance of 
lc per gallon in the price of summer 
yellow. Consumers have apparently 
awakened to the fact thatit is cheaper 
relatively than any other grease in 
the country, and that with the high 
price of lard the consumption must 
be enormous. We are of the opinion 
that the better grades of tallow and 
sweet fats will find their way into lard 
instead of the soap-kettle, thereby 
creating a demand that has not been 
experienced for many years, and us & 
result thereof, a rise in the price of 
tallow which must bring with it a de- 
mand for cheap greases and the off 
grades of refined oil. The foreign mar- 
kets are responding slowly,and with 
some reluctance to our advance; they 
want oil and are surprised that it is 
notoffered them on theirown terms as 
heretofore; they heve been so long 
accustomed to get the surplus at their 
own price that they wiil doubtless 
wait until their stocks are exhausted, 
and discover that we have no surplus 
to offer them. Crude oil has advanced 
only %e per gallon. We quote prime 
crude at 28¢c and prime refined at 32@ 
32%c. Meal at $24.”

Olive Oil.—The firm tone whieh has 
characterized this article of late con- 
tinues with no immediate pro=-pect of 
lower prices being named in the near 
future, as late cables to hand report a 
firmer market abroad. Sales are only 
being made in a jobbing way at 65c. 
For shipments November-December 
they are asking 63@64c as to quality. 
Olive foots are steady at 5c for sp«t, 
and 5c for shipments. 

Animal and Fish Olis 

Cod Oil.—The demand continues 
moderate, the sales reported being 
entirely of jobbing quantities. Prices 
show no change and the market may 
be written steady at 38@410c for do 
mestic and 40@42c for Newfoundland, 
according to size of order. 

Lard Oil.--Instead of the reaction 
which was confidently looked for a 
week ago, there has been another 
large advance in the price of lard 
and the oil has naturally followed. 
Pressers have little orno stock of raw 
material and consequently are turn- 
ing out only a limited quantity of oil. 
Just at present this is of little conse- 
quence, as at the quotation of 78c for 
prime city brands, no one is buying 
except those who absolutely need the 
the oil.

Sperm Oil. — There have been sales 
in New Bedford of 230 lbs crude for 
manufacture at 68c, and 1,500 bbls also 
for manufacture at 67, The market 
closes firm holders refusing to shade

prices are steadily maintained. 

Tallow Ol.—The advance in the 
price of the raw material has not so 
far affected quotations for the oil, 
but under an active demand the 
market is very firm, the quoted range 
being 45@55e as to quality and 
quantity. 

Whale Oil.—There is very little 
crude in first hands in New Bedford 
and consequently holders there en- 
tertain very firm views. Sales of 400 
bbls crude Southern and 250 bbls 
Northern have been made on private 
terms. The manufactured oils are 
still in limited demand but a firm 
feeling prevails and we have no 
changes to make in our quotations.

Black Oils. —The consuming de- 
mand is moderate and the sales are 
principally of small lots, there being 
no inducement to consumers to lay in 
large stocks, as the prospects favor 
lower rather than higher prices. The 
market is still unsettled but there has 
been no quotable change during the 
week, 


Cylinder Slocks. —Trade ina jobbing 
way is fair, but there are few impor- 
tant transactions to note. There have 
been no change in prices, but buyers 
seem to have the advantage. 

Filtered Spindle Oils.—No important 
developments have occurred since our 
last. Prices continue to rule low and 
trade is only moderate. 

Neutral Filtered Oils.—The market 
is quiet, buyers showing no disposi- 
tion to take more than actually need. 
Competition has kept prices unsettled, 
but the market is without quotable 
change. : 

Paraffine Oils.—The situation in 
this market is practically the same as 
it has been for some time past. Con- 
sumers are limiting their purchases 
to lots needed for immediate use, the 
low prices quote’ being no particular 
temptation to them to increase the 
sizeof their purchases. In fact, indi 
cation point to a continuance of low 
prices for these as well as other min- 
eral lubricating oils for a long time to 
come. 

Wax, Lard, Tallow, &o. 


Parafine Wax.—The situation in 
the market for crude has undergone 
no change during the week. Trade 
is very slow, the low quotation of 
4%c not appealing very strongly to 
home buyers, who seem to be under 
the impression that the bottom has 
not been reached. The export trade 
seems to be at a standstill, the situa- 
tion on the other side making export 
buyers timid. There has been some 
speculation in the trade as to the 
probable duration of the now exist 
ing conditions, and the opinion has 
been expressed to the writer, that 
after the turn of the year it is proha 
able that the international breach 
may be healed and profitable prices 
restored. Upon information obtained 
from authoritative suurces, we feel 
justified in saying that, while there is 
a possibility of a readjustment of the 
difficulties which led to the schism, if 
the Scotch-American agreement is re- 
uewed it will not be upon the basis of 
hiigher prices. The reduction in prices 
which was one of the potent causes of 
the recent split between the Scotch 
and American i.terests, was the result 


of careful consideration by the manu- 
facturers on this side of the water. 
In fact long before it occurred it was 
contemplated but it would not have 
been announced until next spring had 
not the Scotch producers precipitated 
the break by trying to unload their 
accumulated stocks at slightly lower 
prices than those fixed by the agree- 
ment. Every indication now points 
to a prolonged period of low prices. 

Lard.—There has been a further de- 
cided upward movement in lard values 
and a reaction seems to be as far 
away asever. Western operators seem- 
ing to have got a stronger hold on 
the corner, and are squeezing the 
“shorts” for all they are worth. 
Prime city is now quoted at 9 20c, 
and prime Western at 9 75c, 

Tallow.—There has been an active 
movement in this article and under 
the stimulus of an increased demand 
and short supplies the price has ad- 
vanced to 5c. 


Oll Cake, Meal, Eto. 


Linseed Cake.—There has been no 
change in the situation since our last. 
There is verv little inquiry from the 
other side at present, prices being too 
high to tempt buyers. However, 
holders are not attempting to force 
business, as stocks continue light, and 
the market closes firm at $27 50 for 
Western and $28 for State. We hear 
of a sale of 200 tons Western at $27 50.

Linseed Oil.—While the volume of 
business may be said to be normal, 
and the market in a healthy condi- 
tion, sales have fallen far below the 
total of those during the autumn of 
last year. Two causes have been at 
work to bring about this result, In 
tho first place, there is a total absence 
of the enormous speculative inquiry 
which constituted so important a fea 
ture in the transactions of last fall. 
when a32c rate tempted manvoutsiders 
to enter the field as buyers, feeling us- 
sured that linseed at those figures was 
a very safe purchase. Secondly, there 
was a strong feeling of confidence on 
the part of actual consumers that the 
bottom had been reached, while to- 
duy there is a disposition on their 
part to distrust present quotations. 
Besides these considerations, the ab 
solute refusal of crushers to sell oil 
for future delivery at present prices 
rather tends to reduce the amount of 
sales. The market continues very 
firm at 45c for car lots. 

Flarseed.— The secretary of the 
Board of Trade furnishes the official 
figures from which has been compiled 
the subjoined comparative state- 
ment showing the total move 
ment of flaxseed at this point:

The report of the inspector relative 
to the amount of seed in store at the 
beginning of the week showsa re- 
duction of 101,402 bushels from the 
stock on hand at the commencement 
of the week before, when it was 1,643,- 
855 bushels. About seven-eighths of 
the total reduction has been in seed 
of contract grade, which has been 
withdrawn very freely, as is shown 
below. The visible supply, however, 
still exceeds 1,500,000 bushels, or 
nearly twice as much as the quantity 
on hand a ~year ago. The 
inspections in have exceeded 
those of last week and _ the 
week before by about 10%. There 
have been inspected in 544 carsof No. 
1, 19 of rejected, and 8 of no grade, 
or 681 cars in all, while the total for 
each of the two preceding weeks was 
620 cars. During the corresponding 
week of 1891 the inspections in 
amounted to 1,824 of No. 1,101 of re- 
jected, 8 of no grade; total 1,433. 
Withdrawals from store (inspections 
out) have been heavier than for sev- 
eral weeks past, aggregating 400.920 
bushels, of which 347,557 were of No. 
1, 1,663 of lower grades, and 51,700 
“billed through,”’ as against 178,925 
bushels (31,900 “billed through’’) last 
week, and 3011,612 bushels (20,000 re- 
jected and 10,450 ‘‘bilied through’’) 
the week before that. 

The market for cash seed has been 
fully as active as fur the previous 
week. Total reported sales on the 
floor of ‘Change foot up as follows: 
Of No. 1, 315 cars and 40,000 bushels ;

$109%@1 12. Transactions in Jan- 
uary foot up 90.000 bushels at $1 11% 
@1 12%, while sales for the preceding 
six days were 129.000 bushels within a 
range of $1 10%@1 14, 91,000 bushels 
of May (or 20,000 less than last week) 
were purchased at $1 16%@1 17, while 
last week's spread was $1 16@1 19. 

Oil Cake.—The past has been a 
rather quiet week. While considera- 
ble cake has gone forward on export 
account. it has been sent chiefly by 
way of delivery on contracts pre- 
viously made. Local crushers are 
firm holders at $24, but these figures 
do not meet the views of buyers on 
the other side. There is a better in- 
quiry reported{from the Continent than 
from the United Kingdom, and in deed 
there are firm offers from the former 
quarter. ‘There continues a steady 
consumptive. inquiry at home for 
ground cake in sacks, which finds 
ready sale at $25, 

Oleo Oil.— The cables report a 
rather dull market in Holland, ac- 
companied by a decidedly firm feel- 
ing on the part of holders. Stocks 
are estimated to be larger than the 
present demand seems ready to ab- 
sorb. A noticeable feature of the sit- 
uation at Kotterdam is the width of 
the spread between extra grades and 
prime No.1. While the former was 
selling at 66fl the best price obtain- 
able for the latter was 58fl. Gener-

Lard Oil.—The excitement in the 
market for November lard has re- 
sulted in a sharp advance both for 
eash delivery and for the month. 
Shorts have manifested considerable 
anxiety to cover, and buyers have 
been forced to pay $9 25 per bundred 
lbs. Naturally, the advance in the 
raw material has brought about a 
rise in the price of extra lard oil, 
which is quoted to-day at 75c. This 
has operated as a check upon inquiry, 
consumers manifesting a disposition 
to use mineral oil as subscitutes as 
far as practicable. Lower grades are 
in normal request at unchanged

Neatsfoot Oil.—The market is, as 
usual, quite and featureless, with 
pure bringing 45c and No. 1 36@37c. 

Tallow Oil.—Tallow remains steady 
at about the same quotations ruling 
last week, under the influence of a 
steady, consumptive demand.

Buginess during the past week on 
the local exchange has been extremely 
light. Yhere have practically been 
but four business days, as the day 
following the election was mainly de- 
voted to scanning the returns, and 
the brokers belonging to the succe3s- 
full party chaffing their defeated 
friends. It was a hilarious crowd 
which, for the time being, appeared 
to care little for business. Numerous 
bets had been made, and these were 
promptly called in and each settle- 
ment, when known, was_ the 
occasion of fresh outbursts of good 
natured raillery. The next day the 
exchange presented its usual appear- 
ance, but trading bas been of pica- 
yune proportions, the operators ap-

alcoholic solution methyl orange is 
useless, 

From the fact that blue laemoid 
solution was affected very little, if 
any, by ordinary insoluble fatty acids 
when separated from aqueous solu- 
tion and also that it was a good indi- 
eator of mineral acids in aleoholie 
solution, it was hoped that the fatty 
acids in aleoholie solution would have 
little effect on the indicator. This was 
found to be ihe case and is the founda- 
tion of the present process. 

When blue laemoid solution is 
added to a boiling hot neutral solu 
tion of soap in ordinary aleohol, it 
gives the liquid a bluish tint and of 
about the same shade as if no soap 
were present. Now on adding a drop 
of normal acid, little, if any, change 
will oceur, and the blue tint will re- 
main on further addition of acid till 
within a few cubic centimeters of the 
end point, when the indicator begins 
to lose its color and appears like :ine 
black particles mixed with clear water. 
A little more acid causes the indica- 
tor to give a slight reddish tint to the 
liquid. It is not a pure red, and noth- 
ing like the red given by the final re- 
action. Whenthis point is reached 
the acid should be added slowly or 
drop by drop till the indicator gives 
the liquid a pure bright red colora- 
tion. This point is easily distingu- 
ished from the previous reddish tint 
and further addition of acid causes 
no change init. Ina colorless soap 
solution, the change is well marked, 
and even in solutions of soap of them- 
selves a yellow or brown color the end 
reaction is apparent by the change 
to a pure bright color = some- 
thing like the clearing up of the 
solution. The amount of indicator 
to use depends on the depth of color 
of the original soap solution, Enough 


as being SECOND to NONE in point of QUALITY : { 


must be used so that its change of 
color will mask or overcome any 
given by the soap itself. In turbid 
soap solutions, caused by insoluble 
matter in suspension, the clear bright 
red color cannot be seen, but the end 
point of the reaction is so well marked 
by a decided change in the color of 
the liquid, that further addition of 
acid does not alter it. A little practice 
will make it clear when the end reac- 
tion oceurs. The one thing to empha- 
size isto accept no doubtful or ob- 
secure end reaction, but to run in acid 
till the change is decided and further 
addition of acid leaves the liquid of 
the same tint. Ifthisis attended to 
with some practice the sodacombined 
with the fatty anhydrides as soap can 
be titrated accurately. 

In a mixture of soap and ecarbon- 
ated alkali the soda in each can be 
determined without filtration and 
more accurately than when the car- 
bonate is removed by filtration and 
subsequently titrated or weighed by 
itself. The source of error in this 
last method lies in the fact that 
sodium earbonate is somewhat. solu- 
ble in ordinary or aqueous alcohol 
and passes into the filtrate with the 
soap and in the ordinary analyses 
finally turns up and is estimated as 
soda combined as soap. The error is 
greater tae more alcohol there is used 
andthe more water it contains. If 
littie alcohol be used some soup is apt 
to be left with the sodium carbonate, 
as in washing powders the mixture of 
goap and soda ash is so intimate that 
complete solution of the soap does 
not take place immediately and some- 
times long soaking in warm alcohol 
is the best way to effect solution. 

In the method indicated below the 
above objections do not enter and the 
totai sodium carbonate is estimated 
as such and the sodain the soap de- 
termined as well.

found as soap; but usually they are 
notknown accurately and have to be 
estimated by weizht. A good method 
of doing this is to add alkali to the 
above alcoholic solution till the free 
fatty acids are again made into soap 
and then evaporate off the alcohol on 
a water or steam bath. Treat the 
residue with hot water and set free 
the fatty acids with a slight excess of 
standard hydrochlorie acid. As soon 
as the acids have run clear, cool the 
solution, with constant agitation to 
break up the soliditied fatty acids 
into pieces about the size of pin-head. 
When perfectly cold the fatty acids 
are removed from the solution of 
neutral salts by filtration through 
paper or a Goochcrucible, They are 
washed somewhat with cold water to 
remove soluble salts, and if they are 
cold there is no tendency to pass 
through the paper. A Gooch crucible 
with a gentle suction is much the 
best for this purpose. Draw air 
through a short time after the wash- 
iog toget rid of all the water possible 
and then placing the filter over a 
weighted flask, ran hot alcohol (the 
stronger the better) upon the fatty 
acids, They dissolve and pass into the 
flask. Wash the filter well, and to 
the filtrate add a small amount of 
phenol phthalein and titrate to neutr- 
ally or slight alkalinity with normal 
or half normal aleoholie soda free 
from carbonate. We now have pres- 
ent in solution a neutral soap made 
from the original fattv acids, which 
has not undergote heating or unneec- 
essaly exposure to air, and they have 
not lost weight by becoming anhy- 
drides, as sometimes happens on dry- 
ing fatty acids inan oven. There is 
no glycerine present, and all that is 
wanted to determine the combining 
weight of the anhydrides directly is 
to evaporate the soap solution to dry- 
ness and weigh.

Cable advices from abroad during 
the week under review have been 
stronger than for weeks past. They 
report a decided enhancement of val- 
ues in London, where, according to 
last reports, the quotations are 6s 11d 
per pound for gum opium. A decid- 
edly strong tone, with consider- 
able activity, in a speculative 
way, has characterized the market 
in London during the week, and the 
effects have been felt on this side of 
the ocean. The advances abroad have 
been reflected in the local market, 
where for the past few days sales have 
been made in small case lots from 
$1 62%@165; the market closes firm 
at $1 70@1 75 for gum and $2 25@2 30 
for powdered. Everything points to 
higher prices. The strength of the 
Smyrna market is attested by the fol- 
lowing from an English contemporary 
of latestdate: Our mail advices from 
Sm jrna (dated October 15) are as fol- 
lows: Since October 12 nothing has 
been done in opium, partly on ac- 
count of the Jewish holidays and 
7 because of the tenacity with 
which the holders stick to their 
demand of a penny a pound above 
the present market prices. They 
base their firmness on the reports 
from the interior announcing con- 
tinued absence of rain, wherety the 
sowing of the autumn seed is re- 
tarded. Thearrivals here since the 
beginning of the season are 3,025 
cases, against 2,400 cases’ in 
1891. There is, however, noth- 
ing alarming in these _ reports 
up to the present’ time. The

that the annatto seed go far 
received from West Africa does 
not possess the qualities of Jamaica 
annatto; but this may be due to the 
fact that the seeds had been gathered 
before they were fully ripe, or that 
they had been packed in a damp con- 
dition. There is apparently only a 
limited demand for annatto in Sceom- 
merce, and it would be undesirable in 
any case to embark upon the industry 
on a large scale. Where, how- 
ever, plants are found in a semi-wild 
state, as in some parts of West Africa 
it might be possible to establish a 
small trade in preparing ‘flag’? and 
“roll” annatto. These consistof the 
coloring matter washed from the 
seeds and made up into rolls or paste. 
There is a steady demand for good 
annatto made up into this form, and 
as the freight and other charges would 
be less on paste than on seeds, 
there is a distinct inducement to 
adopt the preparation of paste. While 


3d per pound, the price of paste 
ranges from 6d to 1s 8d per pound, 
according to quality. 

From the correspondence which 
follows we make an extract: 

We have received the parcel of An- 
natto seed from Lagos, and inasmuch 
as they are not a good sample, being 
small, and their color not so bright 


as it should be, evidently having been 
gatbered before they were quite ripe, Reagents 
we think that the present market OFFERED BY 


value of such a quality would not be 
worth more than 2d per tb. We, in 
fact, bought 70 barrels of about the 
same quality at 1%d per tb. The value 
is, of course, regulated by the quality 
and the quantity in the market. The 
highest price obtained in the London 
market last year was 3d per pound, 
but when there was a scarcity in pre- 
vious years they have realized as 
much as 6d per pound. We think that 
before they send the seeds to London 
for sale they should send a sample 
tirst, and ascertain the market value; 
which we shall at all times be pleased 
to obtain forthem. The Ceylon peo- 
ple made a great mistake in 1888 in 
sending one consignment of 150 bbls; 
the consequence of so large a quan- 
tity being thrown on the market was 
that they were sold for less than cost 
of freight, dock charges, &e,.—Kew 
Bulletin.

Nitrate of soda is 
steady with prices tending upwards.

The United Alkali Company is re- 
ported sold out to the end of March, 
1893, and price for April June ad- 
vanced to 7d perth.

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Adulteration of Linseed Oil. 
(Continued from page 14.) 
(3°1-7°7) saccharimetric degrees) is in- 
significant in comparison with that 
produced by the resin oils, which may 
amount to 200 degrees (according to 
M. Buland of Marseilles who had fur- 

nished the information). 

These oils, however, possess vari- 
ous other characteristic fg nly oo 

They become red and then brown 
when treated with stannic chloride, 
and, like the mineral oils, they cannot 
be saponified by caustic alkalis. 

The special color, odor and taste of 
the resin oils may also serve as a 
means of detecting them, since the 
addition of only 5 10 per cent. of the 
adulterant is sufficient to completely 
alter the smell and taste of linseed 
oil. To these properties may be added 
that of becoming brown and then 
black when a current of chlorine is 
passed through them. This property 
also belongs to the animal oils, and 
has not, as far as I am aware, been 
previously observed with the resin 
oils. The production of this black 
coler has in fact been considered as 
characteristic of the animal oils, but, 
notwithstanding this, I have met with 
eight samples of resin oils which were 
allturned brown and then black by 
chlorine. M. Buland informs me that 
two samples of these oils in his pos 
session show the same reaction. 

To show how this reaction may be 
employed to detect resin oil in linseed 
oil, I quote one of my experiments. 

A current of chlorine was passed 
for three minutes into linseed oil, and 
then for similar periods into the same 
oil to which 5,10 and 20 per cent of 
resin oil had been added, and finally 
into the resin oil employed. 

The pure linseed oil became slightly 
discolored, 
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colored.

The resin oil itself became of a red- 


dish brown color. 


These oils, examined after stand- 
ing for five minutes, had not changed, 
unless those containing 10 and 20 per 
had darkened 
slightly. Three hours afterwards the 
pure linseed oll had not changed ; the 
5 per cent. mixture was of a light 
brown tint, that of 20 per cent. was a 
little darker, and the resin oil ‘was 
Aone it is easy

quite black. 
enough to recognize t 
means of the properties described 
above, even when they are present in 
a mixture, yet it is 
easy to determine the proportion in 
which they are present, 

Two processes have been suggested 
and are employed to determine the 
amount of resin oils in vegetable oils. 

The first isdue to M. Remont (Jour. 
de Pharm. et de Ch. (5) II. 1880), and 
consists in saponifying the suspected 
oil with a solution of caustic potash 
in presence of alcohol, separating the 
residual oil and weighing it. The 
second process has been brought for- 
ward by M. Aignan, (Comptes Rendus, 
110, 1273, 1890), and is founded on the 
rotary power of the oils. M. Remont’s 
process, has not given me satisfactory 
results in estimating the amount of 
resin oil, in oil of linseed. The com- 
plete separation of the unsaponifled 
product is not very easy to effect, at 
all events with the mixtures tested 
Mf me. Moreover, as Remont 
himself observes in his paper, ‘‘Resin 
oils, which in addition to  hy- 
drocarbons contain substances re- 
lated to the phenols, are not 
completely unattacked by  alka- 
lies.”” In such a case, supposing 
even that a perfect separation were 
effected, a certain proportion of the 
resin oil would be combined with the 
alkali and would not be estimated, 
thus causing an error which may be 
of importance. The method proposed 
by M. Aignan is based on the fact 
that a mixture of oils of resin, and of 
linseed rotates the plane of polariza- 
tion of light to the right in game 
to the amount of resin oil present. 
This process would be excellent if all 
resin oils had the same rotary power; 
this is, however, not the case, some 
oils only producing a rotation of a 
few degrees, whilst with others, it may 
amount to200 saccharimetric degrees, 

From whatever cause, the two pro- 
cesses referred to have not given me 
satisfactory results, and I have there- 
fore employed for the analysis of 
these mixtures a volumetric method 
similar to that proposed by Koetts- 
tofer for the direct titration of butter 
by means of an alcoholic solution of 
potash. 

The method which I propose is cer- 
tainly not rigorously exact, but it ap- 
pears to me both more convenient 
and more practical than the two pro- 
cesses now in use, and I, therefore do 
not hesitate to publish it. 

Two grammes of the oil, which has 
been previously freed from air by ex- 
posure to a temperature of 105° for 
4°5 hours, ere weighed out exactly 
into a Bohemian glass flask ; 40 c.c. of 
a semi-normal alcoholic solution of 
potash, (28°05 grms.per litre) are added 
and the whole heated on the water 
bath for two hours. When the linseed 
oil is pure, the saponification is com 
plete at the end of an hour and a half, 
the liquid being free from oily drops

and not being rendered turbid by the 
addition of water. When resin oil is 
resent to the amount of 10 15%, that 

s never the case, oily drops are 
always left and can be perceived on 
shaking the flask, and water always 
produces turbidity. After two hours, 
the mixture is removed from the 
water-bath, allowed to cool, and two 
drops of an alcoholic solution or 
phenol phthalein added, the excess of 
alkali being then tritrated by a semi- 
normal solution of hydro-chloric acid 
(18.18 grms. per litre), The difference 
gives the number of c.c. of semi- 
normal acid sequins to saturate the 
alkali combined with the fatty acids 
of the oil. This number multiplied 
by 0°02805 and {divided by 2 gives the 
amount of potash (hydrate) saturated 
by one gramme of 9il. 

I have determined the amount of 
potash neutralized by one gramme of 
liaseed oil and by the same amount 
of resin oil, the experiments being 
made with seven samples of genuine 
linseed oil (two of which were pre- 
pared by myself) and eight samples of 
resin oil from different sources. The 
following are the results obtained:

Thus, one gramme of linseed oil re- 
quires from 201-221 milligrammes of 
potash, while the white resin oils, 
which are most generally used for 
adulteration, only require 20.41 milli- 
grammes. The proportion of resin 
oil in any sample is therefore found 
by the use of the following formula: 

100 (211—n) 


211—31 
in which 211 is the mean obtained for 
linseed oil, 31 the mean for resin oil, 
and n the amount of potash required 
by the sample under examination. 
The color of the green oils enables 
their presence in linseed oil to be 
readily detected, when about 10-20% 
are present, and the numbers ob- 
tained for green oils can then be sub- 
stituted in the above formula.—Journ. 
de Pharm. et de Chem. 
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TRANSPORTATION NOTES. 


According so a recent decision of 
the Supreme Court of Nebraska 
where several common carriers unite 
to form a line for the transportation 
of merchandise, and receive goods, 
and give a through bill of lading, 
each carrier becomes the agent of the 
others to carry into effect the trans- 
portation and delivery of the prop- 
erty. In such case the party eustain- 
ing the injury may bring his action 
directly against the carrier commit- 
ting the injury, or against the one 
that undertvok to transport the goods, 
As between the carriers, however, 
each one is liable for the result of its 
own negligence, and, although the 
first carrier may bave assumed the re- 
sponsibility for the transportation of 
property beyond its own line, and 
damages may be recovered against 
it for a failure in that regard, yet the 
carrier causing theinjury will be lia- 
ble to it for such damages. In other 
words, the party guilty of the wrong 
is ultimately liable therefor.

SATURDAY EVENING, Nov. 12, 1892, 

The election excitement seems to 
have had somewhat of a depressing 
effect upon trade in dyes and dye- 
stuffs, for we find a much quieter 
market than a week ago. There is 
no particular display of activity any- 
where, but at the same time there is 
a very fair jobbing business in pro 
gress and prices as a rule are well 
maintained, there having been no de- 
cided fluctuations in either direction 
during the week under review. 

Albumen.—The market for egg re- 
mains firm under limited supplies 
and a good consuming demand, and 
we continue to quote 50@60c as to 
quantity and quality. or “blood 
there is not much inquiry but prices 
are maintained at our former quota- 
tions of 14%@16c for prime as to 
Seller and size of order. 

Alizarine.—There isa fair jobbing 
demand for the leading brands and 
plices have steady support. We re- 
peat our quotations of 17@18c, as to 
quantity, though for some makes 
these figures might be shaded. 

Aniline Colors.—The situation re- 
mains the same as at the date of our 
last. General trade is quiet, but for 
special brands there is a very good 
demand. Prices have not changed 
during the week, though on the gen- 
eral run of colors the feeling is rather 
easy, as sharp competition keeps the 
market unsettled. 

Aniline Oil.—Prices remain low and 
unsatisfactory, but if the rumors that 
the benzole manufacturers have come 
to an understanding regarding prices 
for that product, are well sounded, it 
is possible that there may soon be an 
improvement in the quotations for 
the oil. The demand continues mod- 
erate, and quotations remain at 14@ 
15e, as to seller and size of order. 

Aniline Salt.—As this article is af- 
fected by the same influence as those 
which affect the oil we could only 
repeat what we have said above con- 
cerning present conditions and future 
prospects. Just now the market is 
quiet with prices steadily held at 
13@14c, as to quantity and seller. 

ichromate of Potash.—There is a 
very good business in progress, but 
there few large transactions being 
made, as most buyers are makiny a 
practice of taking only what they 
need for present requirements. Prices 
are without change, the quotations 
being 104%@1l1c as to quantity. 

Cutch.—The Glenfinlas has come in 
with 7,000 bags, most of which was 
sold previous to arrival. The market 
therefore has not been materially af- 
fected, the quotations remaining 5% 
@5%\c for lots from store and 5{@ 
5%c ex vessel. The market remains 
very quiet, as buyers are not in need 
of supplies, and are disposed to hold 
off until prices accord more closely 
with their views. 

Divi Divi.—No sales of importance 
have been reported during the week, 
but the market remains firm, holders 
being unwilling to accept less than 
$70@75 for the best grades, although 
there are some kinds on the market 
that might be bought for less money. 

Dyewoods —Though there is still a 
considerable inquiry for logwood the 
absence of important supplies and the 
high prices demanded have restricted 
business, A small lot of Gonaives, 
about 100 tons, is the only thing here 
that is unsold at this writing, and 
that is held at $33. Proportionate 
prices are asked for other grades to 
arrive but there is not much wood 
being shipped at present, nor is there 
likely to be m:ch of an increase in 
the supply for some time to come. 

Dyewood Extracis.—There has been 
no change in the situation and we 
have nothing of special interest to re- 
port. Buyers are satisfying their 
wants as they occur and prices are 
still unsettled, though without quot- 
able change. 

Gambier.—Although buyers mani- 
fested rather more interest early in 
the week, when sales were made of 
500 bales, on the spot, at 4%c ex 
steamer, and 4%@4%c from store, 
since election day the market has 
been very quiet, and we have heard 
of no business of consequence. The 
spot market is very firm and slightly 
higher, as most of the stock in store 
is controlled by one pesty who de- 
mands 4%c. In ajobbing way up to 
4%c is asked. The quotation for 
shipments is 4°4c, but this seems to 
be above buyers’ views, as no sales 
have been reported since our last. 
Buyers, generally, seem to he well 


supplied, and for some time to come 
we may expect a quiet market. 

Indigo. —Trading is confined almost 
exclusively to supplying the present 
wants of consumers, and as these are 
not very large the market has a quiet 
appearance. However, the feeling is 
firm in sympathy with strong reports 
from abroad. Messrs. Parsons & 
Keith supply us with a comparative 
statement of imports, deliveries and 
stocks in London, which shows that 
from the beginning of the year to Oct. 
31st there were imported intv London 
13,857 chests of East India indigo, 
against 15,964 chests for the corres- 
ponding period in 1890. The deliver- 
ies during that period comprised 15,- 
187 chests in 1892 and 14,250 last year. 
The stock on November ist consisted 
of 5,260 chests of East India, against 
8,335 chests at the same date a year 
ago. 

Prussiate of Potash.—Since the re- 
cent large sales to color manufactur- 
ers the market has been compara- 
tively quiet. The demand is chiefly 
of a jobbing character at present. 
The market remains firm at 22@22%e 
for contract lots and 28¢ for smaller 
quantities. 

oe ae on the spot con- 
tinue very light as shipments have 
beon restricted, owing to the scarcity 
of freight room at the primary ports. 
The demands of buyers are not very 
urgent at present and conseqnentl 
market values are not ery! af- 
fected. Sales are reported of 200 bags 
from store at $63@65 as to quantity, 
quality and brand. There have been 
no reported sales for future shipment 
or of goods on the way, and quota- 
tions remain nominal. The demand 
for Virginia has improved somewhat 
of late, but sales are chiefly of small 
lots {from store. Since our last 100 
bags have changed hands at $43, 

urmeric.—Spot er of OCor- 
inga are exceedingly light but there 
is plenty to come forward and prices 


‘for future deliveries are somewhat 


easier. Spot prices are nominal and 
unchanged at our former quotations. 


Boston Dye Market 
(Special to the REPORTER.) 

Gambier.—There is a good trade 
going on at 4%c from store, and at 
44% @bic ex-vessel; afloat, 4%c. Cubes 
are firm and steady at No. 1, 6%@ 
7%0c, No. 2 6c. 

Sumac.—Stocks of Sicily are scarce 
on spot and are steady and firm; ex 
store $70c, to arrive $64@64 Virginia 
is steady, but very slow and quiet, at 
$43@45. 

Cuitch. —The market is a trifle easier 
and quiet at, ex vessel, New York, 
4ye, 8S. M. & H. T.5%@5%ce, Star B 
5%@6c. 

Indigo.—There is no boom to the 
demand, but a good many small lots 
are moved and the aggregate is very 
satisfactory. The consumptive trade, 
though apparently not taking more 
than enough to satisfy their current 
wants, evidently find their require- 
ments are of no small proportion. 
This market is very strong at the 
following prices: Bengals, fine, $1 40 
@1 50; medium, $1 25@1 40; fair me- 
dium, $1 20@1 25; Madras, 55¢; Kur- 
pah, fine, $1 20@1 25c; ordinary, $1 15; 
Guartemala, ordinary, $1 05. 

Woods.—At the advance reported 
logwood is very steady. The ReE- 
PORTER correspondent is in receipt of 
a letter this week from Port du Paix, 
Hayti, which says that, judging from 
the amount of logwood now on the 
coast and being hauled there, the 
prospect is not for large shipments in 
the near future. From the north side 
of Hayti, $33.50, from the south side 
$25.50, Laguna $35@37, Jamaica $29 
30. Fustic still holds quiet at $30 
32 for Tampico, and at $24 for Sa- 
vanilla.

Cinchona Cultivation in India. 


On the Government plantations of 
the Darjeeling district in Bengal there 
were at the end of the year (1890-’91 
season) 4,515,000 cinchona trees, or 
165,000 less than in the preceding 
year. Of the existing trees nearly 
three-quarters are of the pure quinine- 
yielding variety, and less than one- 
third belong to the cinchonine-yield- 
ing variety. During the year 367,000 
trees were uprooted for their bark or 
died. while 200,000 were planted out; 
all the new plantations have for some 
years past consisted of quinine-yield- 
ing varieties. The harvest of dry 
bark was 294,000 lbs. ‘he Darjeeling 
plantations have now yielded since 
their formation five million pounds of 
dry bark for use in India. Tle fac- 
tory produced, during the year, 4,031 
tbs, of cinchona febrifuge and 3,789 
ths, of sulphate of quiuine; this latter 
quantity was double the quinine yield 
of the previous year, The manufag 
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turing operations were conducted en- 
tirely by the fusel oil process, and 
another year’s experience has in- 
creased the confidence in the sim- 
plicity and efficiency of the system. 
“The quinine has been shown by re- 
peated analysis to be of the highest 
possible purity.” It is now sold to 
public institutions and Government 
officers at one rupee per ounce, while 
the febrifuge is sold at ten annas per 
ounce. The issues from the factory 
were 3,837 tbs. of febrifuge and 3,789 
tbs. quinine. The stock of dry bark 
is increasing, and the output of the 
factory exceeds the demand, while 
local boards are buying for their hos- 
pitals inferior quinine at 1% rupees 
per ounce, Steps are being taken to 
secure the custom of these public in- 
stitutions; and if the demand on the 
factory increases considerably further 
reduction in the issue price will be 
ossible. The sales and issues of med- 
cine during the year yielded a profit 
of Rx.* 1,896, after meeting all charges 
for maintaining the plantations and 
working the factory. It is proposed 
in future to manufacture only quinine, 
and gradually to cease making cin- 
—" febrifuge at the Darjeeling fac- 
ory. 

In the Government plantations in 
the Nilgiri Hills in Madras there were 
at the end of the year 1,762,000 cin- 
chona trees, of which only 51,000 be- 
long to the red bark, or inferior va- 
riety; the total is 52,000 more than in 
the previous year. A crop of 131,000 
Ibs. of dry bark was gathered, of 
which 96,000 tbs. were made into qui- 
nine and 4,000 tbs. sold. At the end 
of the year the bark in store was 511,- 
000 ibs. The manufacture of quinine 
by the new oil process was checked 
by a scare of influenza among the 
workmen and by the partial failure of 
the vats. Towards the end of the 
year the vats had been repaired and 
the manufacture went on; 2,928 tbs. 
of quinine were produced against an 
estimate of 4,000 tbs. All the quinine 
made was issued duriug or after the 
end of the year; the Ceylon Medical 
Department took 800 ibs., and 64 tbs. 
were igsued in paper packets of 5 grain 
doses for sale or distribution in vil- 
lages. The retail price of 100 doses 
was 1% rupees, or 3 pie (one farthing) 
per dose, It is expected that the fac- 
tory will work full power through the 
year, and will gradually consume all 
the dry bark in store. The quinine is 
reported by the Government quinolo- 
gist to be ‘‘ well up to the standard of 
the British Pharmacopoeia ;’’ there was 
some complaint regarding the appear- 
ance of the quinine crystals in the 
earlier parcels, but subsequent parcels 
were up to the standard in this respect. 
The paper packets of quinine distrib- 
uted to villages appear to have been 
ey bought during the fever sea- 
son. The selling price of quinine has 
been reduced to 14% rupees per pound. 
The value of the quinine issued dur- 
ing the year and in stock was Rx. 7,300 
against a total expenditure of Rx. 7,500 
during the year. Experimenta! plant- 
ings of jalap and ipecacuanha are do- 
ing well at the cinchona plantation; 
both climate and soil are said to be 
specially favorable for jalap tubers.

The area under cinchona on private 
plantations is returned at about 13,000 
acres, chiefly in Madras, Mysore and 
Coorg. From the last-mentioned dis- 
trict it is reported that the cultivation 
of cinchona is being gradually aban- 
doned, owing to the low price of bark 
in the market, and because the shade 
of cinchona trees injures the coffee 
oo ge The exportation of cinchona 
park from India by sea, which was 
3,074,098 ths. in 1888-’89, and 1,854.632 
ths.in 1889-"90,rose again to 2.995,845Ibs. 
in 1890-"91.— Board of Trade Journal.

destructive distillation, driving off 
the acetic acid as a vapor and collect- 
ing it in a condenser, and recovering 
the alumina precipitated in the boiling 
chamber, substantially as described.

2. Tue Lamp. 


Is it dirty? Has it been emptied re- 
cently? Every lamp should be emptied 
completely once a week, and always be- 
fore putting in a new wick. 

Is your lamp filled frequently? Lamps 
should be filled every day, so that you 
may begin the work of the evening with 
a full fount. 


8. THE Burner, 

Is the burner clean? The life of the 
flame is the air it sucks through the 
holes in the disk around the wick tube. 
If the flame is smoky, see whether these 
holes are clogged or gummed. If go, 
boil the entire burner for a few moments 
in sal-soda water. 


4, TRIMMING 


Does the wick need to be trimmed? 
If yes, do not scrape it off; this hurts 
the wick and fills the burner with soot. 
Cut it evenly across the top and slightly on 
the corners.
